Assurance To Russia 


The “ positive approach’* of the Western Power* 
in the projected Berlin conference with Soviet Russia 
might develop as a willingness to guarantee Russia 
and other ea.'t European states against aggression by 
a re-aimed Germany. Such a guarantee could take 
the form of a public and formal declaration rather 
than a treaty. 
The Russian note of December 21 on President 
Eisenhower’s atomic energy proposals make specific 
reference to “ the forthcoming conference in Berlin.” 
So, although no word has come from Russia on the 
date the Western Powers proposed for the Berlin 
meeting- January 4 
the conference 
itself 
appears 
still to have a definite place on the Soviet foreign af­ 
fairs agenda. 
Adlai E. Stevenson, after a conference with Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower on October I, had disclosed that the 
administration 
was 
carefully 
considering 
a non­ 
aggression treaty with Russia. Senate Majority Leader 
Knowland iR., Calif > on October 5 declared that a 
prerequisite to any such agreement should be free 
elections in the Soviet satellite states, in which cate­ 
gory Know Sand included the Baltic states of Est hernia, 
Latvia, and Lithuania. 
Secretary of State Dulles on the following day 
characterized talk about a non-aggression pact with 
Russia as •* a little bit vague and somewhat mean­ 
ingless.” inasmuch as the United Nations Charter, 
“ broadly speaking, is a nonaggression pact, and it 
would be difficult to add much to it.” 
But Dulles repeated a statement he had made be­ 
fore the U. N. Assembly to the effect that both the 
Russian and French people were entitled to “ expert 
assurances against any repetition of ’ German aggres­ 
sion. Germany, as Dulles pointed out, is not a member 
of the U. N , and hence ii not bound by the U. N. 
Charter. 
Prime Minister Churchill of Great Britain, who 
had broached the idea of assurances to Russia on 
German aggression back on May ll, told the House of 
Commons on December 17 thit he believed he had 
been successful at Bermuda in impressing on Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and Premier Laniel of France “ the 
Justice and advantage of such a course 
But in his 
December speech Churchill made no mention of pro­ 
posals for an actual treaty. 
“ It Is my hope.” Churchill said. “ that from the 
Berlin meeting there may emerge some means of 
providing Russia with a sense of security arising from 
other factors than mere force 
Any 
Joint 
Western 
declaration 
guaranteeing 
against Germ an aggression would be binding only at 
the bar of world public opinion. But it would be per­ 
haps advantageous as a basis for negotiations w; h 
Russia rather than as an ultimate goal to be held out 
to the Russians* And It would be advantageous to 
Sec re ary Dulles in the respect that it would not have 
to be placed before the U. 8 Sena e for ratification. 
us

executive agreem ent’ 
could be endoi.'cd later bv a simple m ajority vote of 
the Senate and House. This action would “ firm up” the 
commitment without giving to it treaty strength. 
In modern time.' even treaties often prove less than 
binding. Soviet Russia has left in HS wake a long series 
of broken non-aggression treaties. The Western Powers 
have a much better record, but it should be remem­ 
bered that Soviet Russia denounced its non-aggres­ 
sion treaty with Japan in April 1945 and later came 
Into the war agam't Japan at the request of Great 
Britain and the United States.

Apparently there is nothing wrong with the U. 8.

Bureau 
that 
fresh, northwesterly

couldn’t cure. Such an infusion, as a report Just sub­ 
mitted to Commerce Secretary Sinclair Weeks implies, 
would serve to blow out to sea an old stale fog which 
has been hanging over the weather center in Wash­ 
ington and ob. curing the view to the extent that some 
of the bureau's operating standards are 20 to 40 years 
behind the times. 
It .should be reported tha* the critical analysis of 
the bureau and its activities did not stem from the 
bureau's bobble in not forecasting correctly the bliz­ 
zard which .'mothered the East Coast unusually early 
this year. The report, made by an evaluating com­ 
mittee of private citizens at the governments behest, 
has been in the world for some time and was aimed 
at modernizing the machinery. Some of the works, con­ 
sidering their age. were found in remarkably good 
ihape. 
Generally, the report gives the impression that 
new blood in the bureau’s personnel would be ad­ 
vantageous. An innovation was the suggestion that the 
bureau has been frugal to the point of diminishing 
returns, and pointed out rather kindly that economies 
within the present organization might free funds to 
beef up certain operating areas under the bureau* 
Jurisdiction which have become almost completely 
static. 
Two of the aieas pointed out specifically were the 
ftciences of meteorologv and climatology Whoever as­ 
sembled the report was sampling the troposphere of 
prose, apparently, when he deplored the “slow almost 
lingering death of real clima’ology.”

Fewer Servicemen? 


Two suspects of the military manpower problem 
tried to shoulder each other off the front pages of 
most newspapers the other day. This was rather ironic 
because Hie two are closely related. 


At the National Press Club in Washington. Admiral 
Arthur W. Radford, chairman of the Joint chiefs of 
Staff, was telling newsmen about the “ new look” In 
the nation s long range military planning. In another 
part of the capital a presidential commission, members 
of which were known to favor such a step, came up 
with new1 recommendations for universal military 
training. 
The gust of the admirals remarks was that new 
weapons and new techniques might reduce the need 
for great masses of manpower without reducing the 
nation’s overall m ilitary .strength. It seems that the 
“ new look” envisages a balanced force concept that is 
entirely new in that it doesn’t go back to the older 
standard of dividing the military budget in thirds. 
Emphasis will be on total air power. 
What this means is that manpower needs can 
gradually be reduced 
A lottery feature of the com­ 
bined universal military training and draft setup 
proposed by the commission has already raised so 
much vocal opposition among congressmen that it 
seems to be a dead duck.

some stocks be safer than govern­ 
ment bonds? This seems an unfair 
if no* a dangerous question to ask. 
However, I fee! that I owe a frank 
answer to my readers. In order not 
to offend the Treasury Department, 
I could devote this column to the 
subject of diversification. I could 
advise investor# to have a diversi­ 
fied portfolio consisting of perhaps 
15 per cent in government*, 
15 
per cent in real estate, 25 per cent 
in bank accounts, IO per cent in 
corporation bonds, IO per cent in 
preferred stocks, and 25 per cent in 
common stocks. This would be the 
easy thing for me to dc*, but I feel 
J would be cowardly advice. 
Government Bonds 
Statistically, 
government bonds 
should be the safest investment. 
The government can always assess 
taxes to pay interest and princi­ 
pal. 
No corporation can asses! 
taxes to pay interest on its bonds 
or dividends on its stock. Another 
gieat 
advantage 
of 
government 
bonds is that in an emergency th# 
government can print money either 
to pay interest or principal. No 
municipality 
or 
corporation 
has 
this privilege. There are also other 
reasons in favor of United States 
government bonds, e - penally the 
shorter maturities 
Now 
lei us look at the olher 
side of the picture. 
Probably a 
third of the countries in the United 
Nations have defaulted on ther 
government 
bonds 
since 
1940. 
Probably two-thirds of the coun­ 
tries in the United Nations are 
suffering from a decline in the 
market for their bonds. The bonds 
of such nations as Great Britain 
and France are selling at big dis­ 
counts; while the bonds of Ger­ 
many, Austria, and many other 
countries—for which their people 
pn id good money—are now value­ 
less. 
Inflation And Bonds 
The United States Government 
will never be unable to pay the in­ 
terest or principal of its bonds. But 
the question is whether the gov­ 
ernment will pay its 100-eent doll­ 
ars, as our dollar may be consid­ 
ered to have been worth 15 years 
ago, or pay in today’s 52-cent doll­ 
ars or in 25-cent dollars, which is 
probably 
what 
they 
would 
be 
worth, when, as, and if World War 


III comes. I believe that another 
world war would certainly result 
in 
tremendous 
inflation, 
with 
a 
correspond.ng 
reduction 
in 
the 
• value of our dollar, 
When a government bond comes 
due, we arc paid only in dollars, ir­ 
respective of what these dollars are 
worth or what they will buy in food, 
clothing, or shelter. 
If you feel 
that 
Pre (dent Eisenhower is * t 
turn to the left, going back on his 
campaign promises to make the 
dollar worth more, you probably 
shouldn’t buy government bonds. 
Some readers write me that in­ 
flation I* simply something for th# 
banker to worry about; but if you 
have government bonds, you had 
better do some worrying yourself. 
Stocks have many disadvantages. 
But a sound company which has 
paid dividends for over 40 year! 
has some important advantages. 
Take, for instance, a good chain 
store stock. The store is taking 
in dollars every day. but it also 
pays out dollars every day to the 
manufacturers of the goods which 
it has on its counters. Therefore. 
it does not make much difference 
to the store what the dollar is 
worth. If it takes in only “ bad 
dollars,” it pays out only “ bad 
dollars.” Inflation is not a serious 
factor—except as to wages paid. 
But 
here 
is 
another 
advantage 
which good common stocks have: 
The less the dollar is worth, the 
more dollars 
the 
company will 
usually give to stockholders as a 
dividend. The atarve is not true of 
any kind of a bond 
The income 
from your bonds, whether govern­ 
ment or corporation, or even a 
preferred stock, is fixed and will 
not be increased as the value of 
the dollar declines. 
Don’t attempt to speculate 
in 
stocks 
because of my 
speaking 
a good word for them. Don’t buy 
untried or uncertain stocks. 
You’d 
be better off to buy government 
bonds. 
I believe, however, that 
your banker can select for you 
some stocks which are really safer 
than government bonds. I say this 
because in those countries where 
I he government bonds have de­ 
faulted, common stocks of Old re­ 
liable companies are selling higher 
than ever. On the other hand, I am 
now buying no stocks or bond*; but 
waiting for lower price*.

Real reason Andrews has been 
fawning over McCarthy is that the 
senator happens to be chairman 
of the Appropriations subcommit­

Peace Messages 


Secretary of State Dulles stated 
last week that the peoples under 
Sjoviet domination are so discon­ 
tented “ it would be reckless” for 
the Russians “ to engage in gen­ 
eral war.” 
Ail the information I ’ve been able 
to obtain confirms this. Refugees 
and other sources along the iron 
curtain all back him up. 
However, 
this .situation is not 
going to last forever. 
Therefore, now is the time to be­ 
gin the campaign promised by both 
(Jenera! Eisenhower and Mr. Dill- 
lex during their election speeches 
of getting 
peace and friendship 
propaganda behind the iron cur­ 
tain. 
One of the simplest ways of do­ 
ing this is by sending message* 
across the iron curtain bv large 
weather balloons. Most successful 
experiment to this end was con­ 
ducted by CU D Jackson, now on 
the White House staff, together 
with Abbott Washburn, also on the 
White House staff, and this writer, 
in the summer of 1951. 
Working 
from 
West 
Germany 
within a couple of miles of the 
Czech border, we launched balloons 
carrying 11,000.000 leaflets to the 
people of Czechoslovakia. By gaug­ 
ing the winds it was fairly simple 
to get the balloons to spill their 
leaflet load over the bigger Czech 
cities just as people were going to 
work. 
The effect on the Czech people 
wa* so electrifying that Premier 
Zapotocky had to deliver a speech 
on the floor of parliament denounc­ 
ing the leaflets as germ carrier*. 
But the Czech people, who knew 
better, continued to go for the leaf­ 
lets in a big way, even tacking 
them up secretly on Communist 
bulletin boards.

Unhappily, however, this Chino'* 
force iii Burma that wears the 
label of Chiang Kai-'hok is in fart 
one of the biggest current assets of 
the world Communist conspiracy. 
After the recent evacuation pro­ 
gram. at least 8 OOO of these Chin­ 
ese troops remained in Burma, as 
a sort of 'tate within a state No 
government on earth could safely 
tolerate this kind of gross violation 
of its sovereignty. If the Chinese in 
Burma will not go to Formosa, 
the Burmese government must and 
will use force against them. This is 
*'I the more necessary, since the 
Chinese have now formed an all* 
mice with the Karen rebels, who 
me in turn allied with the Burmese 
Communist insurgents. 
Disquieting Sign* 
On the other hand the Burmese

He pointed out that fallen leaves 
usually slide down the steep moun­ 
tain and pile up near the highway. 
A carelessly tossed match or cig­ 
arette apparently ignited the leaves 
and got the fire under way. 
Corriganville 
Volunteer 
F i r e 
Company was called out twice on 
Friday and again yesterday to fight 
the 
blaze. 
Firemen 
and 
forest 
crews were able to get the blaze 
under control before it reached sev­ 
eral homes in its path. 
Johnson said the fire was hard to 
fight because of the steep slope and 
because of lack of water toward the 
top of the hill. Crewmen were able 
to form a fireline around the blaze, j 
confining the flames within 
area. 
Also on Christmas Day, Corrigan­ 
ville firemen extinguished i grass 
blaze near the home of Earl Clites, 
Although the Clites home was en­ 
dangered. firemen were able to 
stop the fire before any damage 
was done. 
Another fire started near Brant 
Road at Cresaptown after a spark 
was fanned into flames about 6 
p. rn. on Christmas Day. Members 
of Cresaptown Volunteer Fire Com­ 
pany and forest fire fighters were 
able to bring the blaze under con­ 
trol after it had burned 12 to 15 
acres.

Henry Ford and his crew w ere able 
to check the blaze after only about 
one-fourth of an acre had been 
burned. 
About three acres of forest was 
destroyed by fire yesterday in the 
South Mountain area.
